On the 20th day of August, 1923, 
a petition signed by 50 qualified 
electors of San Mateo county, call- 
ing for the incorporation of Ather- 
ton, was presented to the county 
board of supervisors. 

Said board established and de- 
fined the legal boundaries of Ath- 
erton and called for an election; 
the residents therein were to vote 
for or against incorporation and for 
election of the muncipal officers 


of the sixth class. 

The election was held on Sept. 7, 
1923, and the voters were canvass- 
ed by the board of supervisors on 
Sept. 11; 133 votes were cast, 114 
in favor of incorporation and 16 
against. Three were defective. M. A 


of 13 candidates. 
The original territory in the new- 


did not include the Sacred Heart 
Convent or some of the large es- 
tates. In order to permit those who 
desired to be included in the town, 
special annexation elections were 
held in 1924 and 1925 as hereinafter 
enumerated. 

On February 1, 1924, the board 
of supervisors ordered the county 
treasurer to advance to the town 
of Atherton the monies that would 
become due from taxes, thus en-

prescribed by law was held on April 
14, 1924, and at the same time addi- 
tional property was annexed. At 
this election, 10 candidates filed for 
the office of trustee.

Eyre and Eli Weil, 311 votes having 
been cast. 


The Flood, Prior, Donohoe and 
Doyle estates with adjoining prop- 
erty on Middlefield road were an- 
nexed by a substantial majority.

21, 1924, the property included be- 
tween Valparaiso avenue, Park Lane 
and Los Arboles was added to the 
town.

The town of Atherton was now 
complete and inasmuch as those

Town meetings were held at the 
club house of the Menlo Circus Club 
and all official business was con- 
ducted therefrom until the Town 
Hall was built.
